March  31  —  Hundreds  of  immi¬ 
grant  students,  teachers,  graduates 
and  supporters  from  every  part  of  the 
Commonwealth  met  on  Beacon  Hill  to 
create  awareness  of  the  life-changing 
work  that  happens  in  adult  education 
classrooms  everyday. 

The  week  of  March  28  through 
April  1  has  been  proclaimed  by  Boston 
Mayor  Thomas  Menino  as  "Boston 
Adult  Education  and  Literacy  Week." 
Organized  by  Massachusetts  Alliance 
for  Adult  Literacy,  "Adult  Literacy 
Awareness  Day"  seeks  to  bring  the  call 
for  continual  support  for  adult  educa¬ 
tion  to  the  state  level.  Adult  education 
includes  classes  such  as  ABE  (Adult 
Basic  Education),  GED  (General  Educa¬ 
tion  Development)  and  ESOL  (English 
for  Speakers  of  Other  Languages). 

Over  40  students  and  teachers  from 
the  Asian  American  Civic  Association's 
(AACA)  Next  Steps  Transitional  English 
Program  (Next  STEP)  paid  a  visit  to  the 
State  House  and  met  with  state  legisla¬ 
tors. 

Two  classes  of  students  first  toured 
the  State  House.  For  some  of  these  stu¬ 
dents  this  was  the  first  time  they  had 
ever  been  inside  a  seat  of  government 
in  any  country.  After  touring  the  key 
points  of  interest  in  the  building,  the 
classes  went  to  the  offices  of  State  Rep¬ 
resentatives  or  Senators  to  personally 
request  continued  funding  for  Adult 
Basic  Education  in  the  State  budget  for 
Fiscal  Year  2012. 

"One  Senator,  representing  the 
district  of  a  number  of  our  students, 


hadn't  even  heard  of  the  Adult  Educa¬ 
tion  line  item  prior  to  our  visit.  So  we 
were  grateful  he  gave  us  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  educate  him  on  this  matter.  The 
students  had  previously  written  brief 
stories  about  why  English  classes  are 
important  to  them,"  said  Gillian  Burle¬ 
son,  Adult  Education  Coordinator. 

Funded  by  the  Smith  Family  Foun¬ 
dation,  Next  STEP  is  open  all  interested 
immigrants  whose  goals  are  to  advance 
their  education  or  career.  The  pro¬ 
gram  covers  four  levels  of  English  with 
the  fourth  level  focusing  on  college 
preparation  or  job  preparation;  it  is 
interested  in  filling  a  void  in  existing 
ESL  programs.  Next  STEP  provides  a 
continuation  of  ESOL  at  higher  English 
levels  to  adequately  prepare  students 
for  college  and  employment  in  an  Eng¬ 
lish  speaking  environment. 

Rajae  Boudza  from  Morocco  has 
been  in  Next  STEP  for  two  months.  She 
said  it  was  a  very  interesting  experi¬ 
ence  visiting  the  State  House  for  the 
first  time. 

Lobsang  Chonjor,  a  Level  2  Next 
STEP  student  and  Tibetan  refugee  from 
India,  has  his  eyes  on  AACA’s  Building 
Energy  Efficiency  Maintenance  Skills 
(BEEMS)  program. 

"1  have  one  friend  who  went 
through  BEEMS  and  got  a  very  good 
full-time  job.  I  hope  to  do  the  same," 
said  Chonjor,  who  has  two  part-time 
jobs.  One  of  them  is  doing  set-up  at  the 
Cambridge  Center  for  Adult  Education. 

"At  first,  life  in  America  was  not 
easy  because  of  the  language  and 
culture,  both  so  different  from  my  own. 
First,  I  had  many  problems  speaking 


in  English  when  I  went  shopping  and 
took  the  subway.  So  1  began  to  take  an 
English  class.  My  goal  is  to  get  into  a 
job  training  program  and  get  a  full-time 
job  with  good  benefits,"  Chonjor  wrote 
in  his  letter  to  state  legislators. 

Chonjor,  like  Boudza,  was  very 
excited  to  tour  the  State  House. 

"1  have  only  seen  it  on  TV  before. 

But  now,  I  get  it  see  it  for  real,"  Chonjor 
said. 

Another  Next  STEP  student,  Hon- 
gxia  Chen,  wrote  in  her  letter,  "I  came  to 
the  U.S.A.  from  China  in  2008.  I  waited 
for  half  a  year  to  study  at  AACA.  I  think 
AACA  has  a  good  quality  of  education.  1 
joined  Next  STEP  after  I  finished  begin¬ 
ner's  level  ESL  program.  Right  now  I 
have  learned  many  idioms  and  finished 
one  essay  with  drafts.  I  improve  my 
writing  very  quickly  with  my  teacher’s 
help.  I  am  happy  I  can  study  at  AACA, 
so  please  support  the  budget  for  adult 
education." 

Throughout  the  Adult  Education 
and  Literacy  Week,  posters  repre¬ 
senting  programs  in  Chinatown  and 
throughout  the  city  of  Boston  that  serve 
adults  were  displayed  at  South  Station, 
where  success  stories  of  AACA’s  adult 
education  were  also  showcased. 

With  matching  funds  from  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Department  of  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education,  Next  STEP 
will  serve  150  students  per  year.

The  Belin  Economic  Justice  Projec  (EPJ),  in  collabora¬ 
tion  with  Cathay  Bank  and  Ropes  &  Gray  LLP,  held  a  press 
conference  in  anticipation  to  drum  up  support,  for  a  free 
Basic  Legal  Considerations  Workshop  for  Small  Businesses  at 
Cathay  Bank  (621  Washington  Street)  on  March  30. 

At  5:45  pm,  the  conference  started  with  fourteen  at¬ 
tendees.  The  three  panel  members  that  spoke  were  Johnny 
Ip  -  Regional  Senior  Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of 
Cathay  Bank,  Jessica  Sommer  -  Belin  Economic  Project  Direc¬ 
tor,  and  Darren  L.  Bonham  -  Corporate  Associate  at  Ropes  & 
Gray  LLC. 

The  goal  of  this  year's  workshop  is  to  "provide  an  over¬ 
view  of  a  number  of  important  business  legal  topics,  the 
understanding  of  which  can  help  entrepreneurs  and  small 
businesses  owners  improve  their  business  performance 
while  protecting  themselves,  their  businesses,  and  their  per¬ 
sonal  assets  as  well,"  according  to  a  press  release. 

Placing  an  emphasis  on  the  bilingual  and  translation 
services  that  will  be  available,  the  EJP  provides  the  pro  bono 
workshop  to  help  the  small  business  owners  who  cannot 


afford  legal  services.  "The  EJP  aims  to  help  people  before 
[legal]  problems  arise,"  Mr.  Bonham  said. 

The  first  workshop  in  September  2010  was  "overwhelm¬ 
ing  positive,"  according  to  a  press  release.  "Over  forty 
entrepreneurs  and  small  business  owners  attended."  The 
first  workshop  garnered  ten  face-to-face  legal  consultation 
meetings,  with  five  entrepreneurs  continuing  on  to  benefit 
from  legal  services. 

In  a  pitch  to  further  gather  participation,  lp  told  attend¬ 
ees  that  Cathay  Bank  is  financially  "doing  well".  “Our  liquidity 
is  at  17%,  well  above  the  10%  minimum,"  he  said.  “Cathay 
Bank  has  the  money  to  lend  to  small  businesses." 

This  year's  workshop  is  co-sponsored  by  Chinatown  Main 
Street,  Boston  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Center  (BCNC), 
Asian  American  Civic  Association  (AACA),  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  (ABCD),  and  the  Taiwan  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  New  England. 

The  workshop  will  be  held  at  Cathay  Bank  (621  Washing¬ 
ton  Street,  Boston,  MA),  April  21,  from  5:30  to  8:00  p.m.

Suzanne  Lee  fundraiser  shows 
community  support

City  Council  District  2  candidate  Suzanne  Lee  held 
her  first  campaign  fundraiser  at  China  Pearl  Restau¬ 
rant  in  Chinatown  on  March  30. 

Nearly  300  supporters  attended  the  buffet-style 
dinner,  during  which  a  number  of  supporters  voiced 
their  support  for  Lee  in  short  speeches.  Lee  is  the  first 
Asian  American  woman  to  run  for  municipal  office  in 
Boston. 

Speechmakers  at  the  event,  all  of  whom  showed 
support  for  Lee,  included  Lydia  Lowe,  Wing  Kay 
Leung,  Joe  Wong,  Henry  Yee,  Joe  Ho  Lee,  Dora  Hui, 
Leverett  Wing,  and  Gock  Hon  Wong. 


"Suzanne  has  been  a  guiding  light  for  me,"  said 
Dora  Hui,  a  Wellesley  College  senior,  who  had  Lee  as 
a  teacher  in  her  younger  years.  "She  values  commu¬ 
nication  and  debate.  Even  if  she  doesn’t  agree  with 
you,  she'll  hear  ou  out." 

Lee,  who  is  running  for  a  district  that  includes 
Chinatown,  South  Boston  and  the  South  End,  has 
an  impressive  record  in  education  and  academic 
experience  since  she  has  worked  at  Boston  public 
schools  for  35  years,  first  as  a  teacher,  then  as  a 
principal.  According  to  Lee’s  campaign  website,  "She 
led  a  high-profile  turnaround  at  the  Baldwin  School 
in  Brighton,  transforming  a  low-achieving  and 
divided  school  into  a  nationwide  model  for  school 
improvement.  She  went  on  to  run  as  head  of  the 
Josiah  Quincy  Elementary  School  for  10  years.  Dur¬ 
ing  her  tenure  the  school  was  named  one  of  the  best 
elementary  schools  in  Massachusetts." 

"We  are  happy  to  support  Lee  even  though  she 
is  a  die-hard  Democrat,"  said  Joe  Wong,  President  of 
the  Asian  Republicans  of  Massachusetts.  "We  believe 
in  her  integrity  and  leadership  capability." 

Lee  is  running  against  City  Councilor  Bill  Linehan 
of  South  Boston,  and  pointed  out  that  she  does  not  ex¬ 
pect  an  easy  ride.  "This  will  be  a  challenging  race,"  she 
said  during  her  speech  to  her  supporters.  "Because  1 
am  running  against  a  sitting  councilor,  1  need  all  your 
support.  Go  out  and  talk  to  your  friends,  and  tell  them 
what  kind  of  person  I  am." 

The  fundraiser  ended  at  8:30  p.m.  with  a  final  sup¬ 
portive  chant  in  Cantonese  led  by  the  event’s  emcees. 
"I'm  very  encouraged  by  the  support  from  the  commu¬ 
nity,"  said  Lee,  before  rushing  off  to  thank  supporters 
before  they  left.

People  who  follow 
a  vegetarian  diet  do  not  eat  any  meat  (meaning 
no  red  meat,  poultry,  seafood,  or  products  made 
with  these  foods).  This  diet  is  a  healthy  option 
to  consider,  but  it  should  be  well-planned.  If 
you  choose  to  follow  a  vegetarian  diet,  be  sure 
to  eat  a  mix  of  vegetables,  fruits,  beans,  whole 
grains,  nuts,  and  low-fat  dairy  products  (if  you 
choose  to  include  dairy). 

There  are  many  different  types  of  vegetar¬ 
ian  diets.  The  most  common  types  are: 

•  Vegan— This  group  does  not  eat  meat, 
eggs,  or  dairy  products. 

•  Lacto-vegetarian — This  group  does 
not  eat  meat  or  eggs.  However,  they  will  eat 
daily  products. 

•  Lacto-ovo  vegetarian — This  group 
does  not  eat  any  meat  However,  they  will  eat 
both  dairy  products  and  eggs. 

Is  it  safe  for  someone  with  diabetes  to 
follow  a  vegetarian  diet? 

Yes!  A  vegetarian  diet  is  a  healthy  option, 
even  if  you  have  diabetes.  Research  supports 
that  following  this  type  of  diet  can  help  prevent 
and  manage  diabetes.  In  fact,  research  on  vegan 
diets  has  found  that  carb  and  calorie  restric¬ 
tions  were  not  necessary  and  still  promoted 
weight  loss  and  lowered  participants'  A1C.

As  students,  we  are  all  familiar  with  the 
appeal  of  caffeinated  products.  Many  of  us  go 
to  nearby  coffee  shops  everyday.  Similar  to  the 
way  we  compare  grades,  we  also  compare  the 
best  coffee  shops,  two  of  which  are  Dunkin 
Donuts  and  Starbucks.  There  are  16,635 
Starbucks  stores  in  49  countries  while  there 
are  only  8,800  Dunkin  Donuts  stores  in  31 
countries.  Although  the  most  profitable  product 
of  both  companies  is  the  coffee,  there  are  other 
products  that  contribute  to  the  overall  success 
of  both  companies.  But  why  is  Starbucks  still 
more  widely  known  and  loved  than  Dunkin 
Donuts  and  all  of  the  places  to  get  coffee?  Al¬ 
though  both  stores  provide  the  right  amount  of 
whipped  cream,  Starbucks  is  largely  more  suc¬ 
cessful  because  of  its  comfortable  environment, 
variety  of  drinks,  general  display  of  goods,  and 
excellent  customer  service. 

When  entering  a  Starbucks  store,  one  im¬ 
mediately  notices  the  abundance  of  students 
furiously  typing  on  the  keyboards  of  their 
laptops  while  sprawled  on  comfortable  couches 
or  chairs.  One  of  the  most  appealing  aspects  of 
Starbucks  is  the  comfort  it  holds.  It  is  a  place 
where  students  can  get  their  work  done  while 
sipping  on  a  nice  warm  frappuccino.  It  is  a  place 
where  many  important  interviews  are  held 
and  also  a  place  where  people  coalesce  and 
reminisce  while  sharing  a  drink.

In  addi¬ 
tion,  one  can  enjoy  the  pleasure  of  drinking  tea 
regardless  of  the  constantly  changing  weather 
as  Starbucks  offers  both  iced  tea  and  hot  tea. 
Starbucks  also  offers  smoothies  and  miscel¬ 
laneous  drinks  such  as  apple  juice,  steamed 
milk,  and  caramel  apple  sauce.  Plus,  all  these 
extra  choices  do  not  include  the  brewed  coffee 
and  the  blended  espresso  drinks.  Their  popular 


Vegetarian  diets  are  naturally  higher  in  fi¬ 
ber,  much  lower  in  saturated  fat,  and  cholester¬ 
ol-free  when  compared  to  a  traditional  Ameri¬ 
can  diet.

People  with  diabetes  can  choose  to  follow 
this  type  of  vegetarian  diet  too.  The  vegan  diet 
includes  a  variety  of  plant-based  foods.  Eating 
soy  products  and  a  mix  of  vegetables,  fruits, 
beans,  and  whole  grains  provides  plenty  of  pro¬ 
tein  and  other  important  nutrients.  The  main 
nutrient  of  concern  for  this  group  is  vitamin 
B12,  so  taking  a  supplement  or  multi-vitamin  is 
usually  necessary.

Yes,  it  is  that  dreaded  time  of  year  again. 
Tax  Time!  For  those  last  minute  procras¬ 
tinators,  there  is  some  good  news  for  you. 
This  year,  you  will  have  a  bit  of  a  break  as 
the  deadline  this  year  has  been  moved  from 
April  15th  to  April  18th. 

This  is  because  of  a  holiday  observed  in 
Washington  DC  called  Emancipation  Day. 
Because  Emancipation  Day  falls  on  Saturday 
this  year,  it  will  be  observed  on  April  15th. 
Also  the  IRS  filing  deadline  cannot  fall  on  a 
weekend  or  holiday,  so  it  is  moved  to  Mon¬ 
day  April  18th. 

Here  are  some  last  minute  tips  regarding 
your  taxes: 

File  online.  Filing  online  is  free  and  was 
done  by  over  100  million  tax  payers  last  year. 
The  IRS  expects  this  number  to  grow  even 
larger  this  year.  This  is  probably  the  quickest 
and  easiest  way  to  file  your  taxes.  If  you  file 
online  with  direct  deposit,  you’ll  get  your 
refund  fast 

Be  wary  of  Refund  Anticipation  Loans. 
Refund  Anticipation  Loans  are  loans  secured 
by  an  individual’s  tax  refund.  This  is  a  way 
for  individuals  to  get  quicker  access  to  their 
refunds.  However,  the  fees  can  be  exorbitant 
and  there  has  been  a  lot  of  exploitation  of 
these  loans.  So,  unless  there  is  an  emergency, 
try  to  stay  clear  of  these  loans,  especially 
when  the  time  frame  for  these  loans  last  only 
for  about  6  weeks. 

If  you  are  off  to  a  late  start  this  year,  you 
can  request  a  6  month  extension  by  filing 
Form  4868  to  get  your  paperwork  in  order. 
This  extends  the  due  date  for  filing  your 
taxes,  but  it  does  not  extend  the  date  for  pay¬ 
ing  your  taxes.  You  will  need  to  send  it  in  by 
April  18  th  your  estimate  of  your  taxes  due, 
otherwise  you  may  be  subject  to  interest  and

One  of  my  favorite  Vietnamese  meals  is 
Bo  7  mon  or  "7  courses  of  beef"  can  be  found 
in  the  heart  of  Boston’s  Chinatown  at  Pho 
Hoa  II  (17  Beach  Street,  Boston,  MA  (617) 
423-3934).  Although  the  menu  reads  that 
the  meal  can  feed  two  people,  it  can  easily  be 
eaten  amongst  three.  This  is  not  your  normal 
pho,  but  more  for  special  occasions  such  as 
weddings.  Though  Pho  Hoa  II  has  under¬ 
gone  some  renovations  due  to  a  fire  not  long 
ago,  their  new  look  is  nice.  A  large  fish  tank 
livens  up  the  dining  room  along  with  the 
dark  wood  tables  and  chairs. 

You  will  quickly  find  out  that  big  table 
space  is  needed,  when  an  array  of  dishes  are 
brought  out.  First  off  are  the  two  dipping 
sauces,  one  is  the  usual  nuoc  mam  (fish 
sauce)  and  the  other  is  a  bit  strong  and 
pungent,  anchovy  or  fermented  bean  based 
sauce-not  for  the  faint  hearted!  Of  course 
there  is  plenty  of  chili  sauce  readily  avail¬ 
able  if  you  need  a  kick.  A  big  heaping  plate  of 
herbs,  along  with  slices  of  cucumber,  apple, 
carrot  and  daikon  (radish)  as  well  as  lettuce 
leaves  along  and  bean  sprouts  are  given.  A 
big,  steaming  bowl  of  hot  water  is  given  to 
be  used  for  dipping  the  provided  round,  thin, 
rice  wrappers  and  a  plate  of  vermicelli  noo¬ 
dles.  Diners  may  wrap  their  own  their  own 
rolls  with  these  ingredients  and  the  beef. 

To  make  a  roll,  first  take  one  rice  paper 
wrapper.  Quickly  dip  it  in  the  hot  water  for 
a  few  seconds.  Then  lay  down  the  desired 
ingredients  and  beef.  I  love  the  herbs  and 
veggies,  but  I  go  easy  on  the  vermicelli.  Roll 
it  once,  then  grab  each  side  and  bring  them 


penalties.

Money  that  is  in  an  IRA  grows 
tax  free  and  if  you  have  earned  income  and 
do  not  participate  in  your  company's  retire¬ 
ment  plan,  you  can  get  a  tax  deduction  for 
the  amount  of  your  contribution.  This  year's 
maximum  contribution  is  $5000  and  $6000 
for  those  50  years  and  older. 

While  rushing  last  minute  to  get  your 
taxes  done  in  time  can  be  really  stressful,  it 
doesn't  always  have  to  be.  It  may  be  too  late 
for  this  year,  but  we  know  it's  going  to  come 
up  again  at  the  same  time  next  year  and  the 
year  after,  etc.  It’s  never  too  late  to  start  get¬ 
ting  organized  for  next  year,  which  can  save 
you  a  lot  of  headache  in  2012.

to  the  center  and  tuck  to  roll  again.  Don't  put 
too  much  food  into  your  wrapper!  Then  dip 
into  your  desired  dipping  sauce  and  enjoy. 
The  crunchy,  fresh  vegetables  along  with  the 
flavorful  beef  slices  combined  with  the  nuoc 
mam  is  simply  delicious! 

The  first  courses  is  the  beef  salad  (goi 
bo)  which  consists  of  thin  beef  strips  mixed 
with  pickled  celery,  daikon,  cucumber,  and 
carrot  served  with  a  nuoc  mam  dressing. 
Then  the  next  three  courses  are  served 
together,  (bo  la  lot )  the  grilled  beef  encased 
by  a  lolot  leaf  (la  lot  -similar  to  a  grape  leaf 
used  in  Mediterranean  cooking)  as  well  as 
(bo  cha  dum)  a  big  meatball  mixed  with 
vermicelli  then  quartered  served  with  crispy 
shrimp  chips.  The  combination  of  the  lolot 
leaf  and  the  grilled  beef  is  flavorful  and 
delicious.  Another  course  is  a  plate  of  thinly 
sliced  raw  beef  is  served  with  either  lime  or 
lemon  slices  to  be  squeezed  onto  the  beef. 

Next  is  a  plate  of  sliced  raw  beef  topped 
with  onion  slices  to  be  cooked  in  a  broth  (bo 
nhung  dam)  which  you  wait  to  be  heated  up. 
Once  bubbling,  one  quickly  dips  the  onion 
and  beef  slices  til  cooked.  Next  up  is  the 
butter  sauteed  beef  slices  sprinkled  with  fra¬ 
grant  lemon  grass  bits.  Last  but  not  least  is 
the  beef  congee  (rice  soup)  (chao  bo)  which 
is  a  tasty  and  satisfying  finale  to  a  wonderful 
culinary  journey. 

Of  course,  Pho  Hoa  II  has  a  extensive 
full  menu  with  all  your  usual  Vietnamese 
favorites.  If  you  don't  like  beef,  you  can  have 
the  fish  alternative  called  Ca  7  Mon.

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Quincy  the  new  Tinsel  Town?

When  Quincy’s  State  Representative  Tackey  Chan  [D- 
Second  Norfolk]  spoke  at  a  community  forum  in  Chinatown 
last  month,  one  topic  that  surprisingly  got  his  adrenaline 
pumping  was  the  Kevin  James  film  "Here  Comes  the  Boom," 
which  is  slated  to  shoot  in  Quincy  this  spring. 

Chan,  a  member  of  the  Screen  Writers  Guild,  believes  that 
movies  can  hugely  benefit  the  local  economy. 

“To  give  you  an  idea  of  how  the  movie  industry  affects 
the  economy  here:  This  movie  "Here  Comes  the  Boom” 
is  going  to  require  9000  extra  workers,  in  terms  of  back¬ 
ground  actors.  These  are  people  who  work  for  two  days, 
get  paid  a  couple  hundred  dollars  for  shortchange  work.  If 
you  think  about  how  much  that’s  in  payroll  taxes,  $100  for 
9000  people,  $  9  million  plus  the  payroll  taxes  and  every¬ 
thing  else.  That’s  $20  million  before  you  know  it.  That's  just 
background  actors,  not  the  stars,  not  the  principals,  not  the 
caterers,  not  the  electricians,"  Chan  illustrates. 

Quincy  Mayor  Thomas  Koch  has  in  fact  signed  a  deal 
with  Columbia  Pictures  that  will  see  "Here  Comes  the  Boom," 
shot  inside  the  former  Quincy  High  School  in  exchange  for  at 
least  $80,000  that  the  Mayor  plans  to  dedicate  to  the  Quincy 
Public  Schools  music  program. 

”1  can  confirm  that  we’ve  worked  out  an  arrangement 
with  the  production  company  to  use  the  interior  of  the  old 
Quincy  High  School,  and  that  the  City  will  be  compensated 
for  the  use  of  the  vacant  building,”  Koch  says  in  a  statement. 
"We’re  putting  to  use  an  otherwise  vacant  building  and  get- 

Fting  paid  for  it,  and  we  expect  to  see  a  nice  boost  to  the  City's 
economy  with  the  number  of  people  associated  with  the 
movie  who  will  be  spending  time  -  and  money  -  in  Quincy.  It 
seems  like  a  great  fit." 

Mark  Carey,  the  head  of  the  Chamber  Of  Commerce's 
Quincy  Film  Bureau,  says  he  is  working  closely  with  the 
production  company  in  an  effort  to  maximize  the  film's  eco¬ 
nomic  impact  on  Quincy. 

"For  an  industry  that  flies  in  and  out  of  any  given  city 
over  a  very  short  period  of  time  -  maybe  a  couple  of  months 
at  most  -  the  impact  on  restaurants,  hotels,  real  estate  and 
other  indicators  can  be  huge,"  Carey  says.  "We're  doing 
everything  we  can  to  make  sure  those  dollars  are  spent  right 
here  in  Quincy." 

Boston-based  actor  Albert  M.  Chan  concurs. 

"The  film  and  TV  industry  is  a  collaborative  effort.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  actors  and  crew  members,  there  are  those  who  are 
indirectly  affected  as  well— hotels,  restaurants,  car  services, 
lumber  yards,  equipment  rental  houses,  businesses  used 
as  locations,  etc.  The  businesses  that  rent,  sell,  or  provide 
services  to  production  companies  pay  taxes  and  employ  ad¬ 
ditional  workers  who  are  in  turn  paying  taxes  and  purchas¬ 
ing  goods  and  services,"  the  actor  says. 

Albert  Chan  has  been  involved  in  two  movies  that  were 
filmed  in  the  Bay  State. 

"In  MA,  I've  worked  on  "Ghosts  of  Girlfriends  Past  and 
"21."  For  "Ghosts  of  Girlfriends  Past,"  I  was  hired  as  a  princi¬ 
pal  (i.e.  speaking)  actor  for  over  five  weeks,  which  was  very 
unusual.  Historically,  local  actors  are  normally  hired  for  a  day 


or  so  for  principal  roles,"  Chan  says. 

"Ghosts  of  Girlfriends  Past,"  starring  Matthew  McCo- 
naughey  and  Jennifer  Garner,  was  filmed  at  Crane  Estate 
in  Ipswich,  Elm  Bank  Reservation  in  Wellesley,  Needham, 
Sudbury,  and  various  other  locations  in  MA,  while  "21 ,  star¬ 
ring  Kevin  Spacey  was  shot  at  Boston  University,  downtown 
Boston,  Cambridge  and  Quincy. 

Albert  Chan  explains  that  a  "local"  actor  is  someone  who 
works  as  a  "local  hire,"  and  is  not  compensated  for  travel  and 
per  diem  since  they  can  commute  to  the  set  each  day. 

"If  a  movie  hires  an  actor  from  LA  or  NY  to  work  on  a  film 
shooting  in  Massachusetts,  it  costs  the  producers  more  be¬ 
cause  they  have  to  fly  the  actor  to  MA,  put  them  up  in  a  hotel, 
and  provide  meals,”  the  actor  says. 

Union  minimum  for  background  actors  on  films  is  $139 
for  each  day,  where  a  day  is  up  to  8  hours.  Once  overtime, 
which  happens  quite  often,  kicks  in,  background  actors  can 
expect  to  get  a  pretty  hefty  paycheck  at  the  end  of  the  filming 
session. 

"The  9th  and  10th  hours  are  payable  at  time  and  a  half, 
and  work  beyond  the  10th  hour  is  payable  at  double  time. 
Beyond  16  hours,  the  rate  is  one  day  of  pay  for  each  hour,"  he 
explains. 

A  recent  report  released  by  UMass  Boston  concludes  on 
film  and  television  production  having  a  positive  effect  on 
the  Commonwealth’s  economy  and  creating  jobs  during  the 
economic  downturn.  The  report,  titled  "Film  and  Televi¬ 
sion  Production  in  Massachusetts:  2010  Industry  Overview 
and  Analysis,"  finds  that  Massachusetts  is  among  the  fastest 
growing  locations  for  film  and  television  production  in  the 
United  States,  according  to  data  from  the  Motion  Picture  As¬ 
sociation  of  America  as  well  as  national  data  on  employment 
and  wages  from  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 

The  report  also  finds  that  some  states  with  more 
generous  credits  have  not  experienced  as  much  growth  as 
Massachusetts.  Furthermore,  the  combination  of  desirable 
locations,  a  large  university  community,  tax  incentives,  and 
Boston’s  status  as  a  world-class  city  that  is  desirable  to  talent 
has  put  the  Bay  State  in  a  unique  position  to  become  a  new 
hub  of  film  production. 

The  increase  in  major  studio  productions  has  allowed 
some  of  the  local  actors  and  crew  members  to  continue  to 
live  and  work  in  Massachusetts,  Albert  Chan  adds. 

Joseph  Maiella,  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Produc¬ 
tion  Coalition,  says  in  response  to  the  report,  "The  film  tax 
credit  has  been  responsible  for  the  creation  of  more  than  $1 
billion  in  new  direct  spending  and  new  jobs,  according  to  the 
state  Department  of  Revenue." 

"This  has  helped  to  offset  job  losses  in  particularly  hard- 
hit  trades  such  as  construction  and  transportation,"  Maiella 
says. 

The  film  tax  credit  pays  movie  makers  25  cents  for  every 
dollar  they  spend  in  the  Bay  State.  If  a  movie  maker  spends 
$4  million,  the  state  gives  them  back  $1  million  in  the  form 
of  a  tax  credit.  The  tax  credit  currently  has  a  sunset  date  of 
2023. 

While  some  see  film  tax  credit  as  an  economy  boost  for 
Massachusetts,  others  see  it  as  a  Hollywood  handout.  At  the 


same  time  that  movies  in  Massachusetts  are  bringing  jobs 
and  money  to  the  state,  they  are  also  costing  taxpayers. 

Governor  Deval  Patrick  has  proposed  in  his  2011  fiscal 
year  budget  plan  to  cap  the  tax  credits  at  a  much  higher  $50 
million  a  year,  which  means  the  state’s  25  percent  tax  credit 
could  subsidize  no  more  than  $200  million  worth  of  produc¬ 
tion  activity  each  year. 

In  early  March,  representatives  of  the  film  industry 
flocked  to  Beacon  Hill  for  a  hearing  on  a  bill  sponsored  by 
Representative  Steven  D'Amico  [D-  Fourth  Bristol  District] 
that  would  cap  the  film  tax  credits  at  $7  million  and  exclude 
anyone  whose  salary  tops  $1  million  from  being  eligible. 

D'Amico  argues  that  the  cash-strapped  state  should 
not  be  offering  big  tax  giveaways  to  help  subsidize  the  film 
industry. 

Some  business  analysts  fear  that  the  uncertainty  about 
the  potential  tax  credit  changes  might  make  it  tougher  for 
film  producers  to  pull  together  financing  or  make  the  case  to 
their  superiors  and  financiers  that  they  should  shoot  a  movie 
in  Massachusetts.  The  uncertainty  might  result  in  filmmak¬ 
ers  taking  their  productions  to  another  state  while  they 
might  very  well  be  filmed  here. 

The  neighboring  Ocean  State  might  be  taking  a  more 
drastic  measure.  In  early  March,  Rhode  Island  Governor 
Lincoln  Chafee  announced  his  plan  to  end  the  state’s  film-tax 
credits  in  order  to  help  eliminate  a  budget  deficit.  Rhode 
Island  provides  the  production  companies  with  tax  credit 
equal  to  25  percent  of  their  Rhode  Island  production  costs  if 
they  spend  at  least  $300,000  on  items  "directly  attributable 
to  activity  within  the  state." 

"We  need  to  be  vigilant  and  protect  our  film  tax  credit... 
the  various  stakeholders  including  acting  unions,  IA  [the 
International  Alliance  of  Theatrical  Stage  Employees]  locals, 
and  the  Teamsters  need  to  affirm  that  support  to  defeat  the 
Governor's  proposal,"  Albert  Chan  says.

Community  remembers  Reggie  Wong 


Neighbors, 


ST  iTJ  *  I  write  to  you  with  a  heavy  heart  and  bad 

I  I  news  Reggie  Wong,  proprietor  of  Weggie’s  Pub 

(now  Comer  Pub),  businessman  and  all  around 
good  guy  has  passed  away.  This  is  particularly 
shocking  because  Reggie  was  just  at  our  last 
LDNA  meeting  and  seemed  fine.  1  liked  Reggie 
a  whole  heckuva  of  a  lot.  Reggie  grew  up  in  Chi¬ 
natown  and  owned  various  businesses,  including 
Weggie’s  Pub  at  the  corner  of  Beach  and  Lincoln 
Street.  Reggie  donated  a  great  deal  of  time  (and 
money)  to  youth  sports  and  activities,  like  the 
basketball  and  volleyball  leagues  he  helped  fund 
and  run.  From  the  time  1  moved  into  the  Leather 
District  in  1998, 1  knew  Reggie.  Even  though  he 
pre-dated  my  presence  in  the  neighborhood  by 
decades,  Reggie  never  treated  me  as  an  outsider 
or  interloper.  That  was  not  his  way.  Instead,  he 
treated  me  as  a  friend  from  the  start.  I  would  see  Reggie  standing  outside  of  Weggie’s  or  just 
around  the  neighborhood  -  a  sort  of  roving  ambassador.  He  was  always  quick  with  a  smile 
and  a  story  or  two  about  what  was  going  on  in  the  City,  about  the  neighborhood  and,  yes, 
about  the  old  days.  I  can  still  picture  Reggie,  laughing,  telling  me  about  how  he  had  thoug  t 
about  buying  this  building  or  that  building  in  the  Leather  District  back  in  the  1970  s  when 
whole  buildings  in  the  Leather  District  could  be  had  on  the  cheap.  Can  you  imagine  e 
would  say.  We  would  both  laugh  heartily  about  the  missed  opportunities  and  the  riches  lost. 


Reggie  never  told  me  these  stories  out  of  envy  or  disappointment;  it  was  always  for  a  good 
laugh.  Easy  come,  easy  go.  In  my  role  as  Chair  of  the  Leather  District  Neighborhood  Associa¬ 
tion,  1  looked  to  Reggie  for  context  and  advice  about  neighborhood  issues.  He  was  always 
good  with  both.  His  advice  was  true  wisdom  built  from  experience,  tempered  by  good  cheer. 

This  past  fall,  my  wife,  Kelley,  and  1  drove  back  into  town  from  a  weekend  away  and  we 
got  in  later  in  the  day.  As  we  drove  by  the  park  on  Kneeland  Street,  1  could  see  that  the  vol¬ 
leyball  league  tournament  was  in  full  swing  and  1  saw  Reggie.  After  we  parked  the  car,  I  told 
my  wife  that  I  was  going  to  walk  up  to  the  park  and  watch  some  of  the  tournament.  When  1 
arrived,  Reggie  was  there  with  a  smile.  And  the  tournament  was  going  off  without  a  hitch.  I 
stood  there,  hands  on  the  chain  link  fence,  watching  the  matches  with  Reggie,  as  he  gave  me 
the  run  down  on  each  team  -  strengths  and  weaknesses  -  as  only  he  could!  It  was  a  good 
time  and  1  am  sure  glad  I  stopped  by.  If  they  have  volleyball  in  heaven,  rest  assured  that 
Reggie  has  started  a  league  and  is  running  a  tournament  right  now!  When  Weggie’s  changed 
hands,  Reggie  ran  into  me  and  gave  me  a  gift:  An  official  Weggie’s  Pub  Anniversary  jacket! 
Even  though  it  was  changing  owners  and  names,  I  guess  Reggie  wanted  to  keep  the  name 
alive.  Although  I  love  and  wear  the  jacket  routinely,  Reggie  did  not  need  to  give  me  a  coat  to 

keep  his  or  Weggie’s  spirit  alive.  But,  I  am  glad  he  did. 

There  are  a  few  people  in  the  world  that  can  cause  you  to  smile  as  soon  as  you  see  them; 
Reggie  was  one  of  those  people  for  me.  As  soon  as  I  saw  him,  a  smile  would  reflexively  cross 
my  face  and  a  chuckle  would  build  in  me,  waiting  for  its  inevitable  release  when  we  would 
greet  each  other.  At  the  end  of  it  all,  is  there  anything  better  you  can  say  about  someone? 
Reggie  was  a  good  guy.  Whether  you  knew  him  or  not,  we  are  all  diminished  by  his  loss.

March  30  -  Taiwan- 
born  filmmaker  Christina 
Yao  gave  a  lecture  at  Har¬ 
vard  University's  Yenching 
Institute  on  the  making  of 
a  motion  picture  set  and 
shot  in  China.  Entitled 
“Empire  of  Silver,”  this  pe¬ 
riod  drama  tells  the  story 
of  the  rise  and  fall  of  a 
family-run  banking  empire 
in  Shanxi  during  the  late 
Qing  Dynasty. 

Set  in  the  northeastern 
Shanxi  Province  of  the 
19th-century,  the  story 
centers  on  a  financial  cri¬ 
sis  that  took  place  in  1911, 
a  piece  of  history  that  is 
unknown  to  many.  This 
year  marks  the  centennial 
commemoration  of  the  financial  crisis.  The  film  there¬ 
fore  timely  lends  itself  to  offering  insights  to  the  current 
financial  turmoil. 

Yao,  who  directed  and  produced  the  film,  said  "Em¬ 
pire  of  Silver"  was  her  first  foray  into  film  making.  Shot 
in  46  locations  over  the  course  of  3  years,  the  movie 
cost  over  $10  million  to  make.  Terry  Kuo,  a  Taiwanese 
IT  tycoon,  was  the  "angel"  that  financed  the  venture. 

During  the  lecture,  Yao  presented  the  historical  and 
cultural  background  through  which  the  story  is  told.  In 
19th  century  China,  "piaohao,"  or  Chinese  precursor  to 
the  modern-day  bank,  was  run  by  affluent  merchants 
in  Shanxi.  Much  like  modern  day  Wall  Street,  these 
merchants  eventually  came  to  control  China's  finances 
through  money  transfers,  loans  and  deposits.  One  major 
difference,  however,  was  that  the  imperial  bankers 
conducted  their  financial  transactions  in  silver  instead 
of  paper  money. 

“There  is  a  saying  in  Chinese  that  wealth  does  not 
last  past  three  generations,  but  the  wealth  of  these 
[banking]  businesses 
was  able  to  last  for 
more  than  200  years," 

Yao  said. 

These  merchants 
followed  a  strict 
code  of  ethics  that 
eschewed  social  vices 
and  espoused  Confu- 
cian  values.  Social 
norms  of  the  day,  such 


as  having  multiple  wives  and  getting  a  divorce,  were  deemed 
as  taboos  among  this  circle  of  social  elites. 

"They  were  not  to  have  second  wives.  They  were  not 
allowed  to  have  prostitution,  gambling,  opium,  or  divorce," 
Yao  said. 

This  Confucian  sub-culture  became  the  bedrock  of  this 
silver-based  economy  and  principles  of  business  ethics.  The 
influence  of  the  strict  Confucian  code  also  seeped  through 
one’s  family  life. 

"[The  rule]  of  not  being  allowed  to  divorce  was  played 
up  very  largely  in  my  movie.  It  was  not  just  to  impose  the 
ethical  standards  on  the  money  managers;  it  was  an  ethical 
standard  that  everyone  in  the  system  has  to  abide  by.  [One 
character  in  the  movie]  married  a  second  wife  because  his 
first,  legitimate  wife  was  paralyzed.  Because  he  had  a  con¬ 
cubine,  he  was  never  allowed  to  touch  the  family  business 
again.  That  tells  you  how  strict  they  were,”  Yao  said. 

These  merchants  from  Shanxi  spent  much  of  their  time 
on  the  road.  During  their  long  absence  from  home,  they 
would  need  to  put  someone  else  in  charge  of  money  matters. 
Although  monogamous  marriage  was  unconventional  at  the 
time,  this  group  of  bankers  believed  that  it  was  a  crucial  in 
securing  their  family  wealth. 

"What  [monogamy]  did  was  protect  the  wealth  of  the 
family.  All  of  these  managers  were  sent  out  three  years  at 
the  time.  After  three  years,  they  were  allowed  to  come  home 
for  half  a  year.  They  were  wealthy  people,  so  the  money 
would  be  shipped  home  [from  the  road].  And  who  would  be 
the  manager  for  their  money?  Their  wives.  By  keeping  the 
legitimacy  of  the  wife's  position  at  home,  by  making  her  the 
only  woman  the  man  had  to  be  wedded  to,  she  became  the 
manager  of  the  household,"  Yao  said. 

In  preparing  for  the  film,  Yao  made  an  interesting  discov¬ 
ery. 

“I  read  some  letters  that  some  young  managers  wrote 
home.  They  were  quite  heart-warming  and  gentle.  It  was 
refreshing.  I  thought  Chinese  men  were  very  subdued  and 
not  good  at  expressing  their  feelings,”  Yao  said  in  conclusion 
of  her  presentation.
